The last lecture was delivered on 10 February 1634. 
On page 709 Hope has inscribed his name [acosus Hop- 
US in large block letters. Sir James Hope was one of 
the sons of Sir Thomas Hope, Lord Advocate. He was 
himseif a distinguished lawyer, and also found time to 
develope the lead mines on his estate. The gilt figure 
on the binding is probably intended to represent James 
I. who was so splendid a patron to Edinburgh University.
